The last one, in 
I’UJi. on which he wa* aeroni|>anird by 
hi* son Anthony, turned into a protracted 
visit. Anthony, we are told, returned in

Gonsitutional Educational league.* Hav¬ 
ing read about it* activities, he sent in a 
dollar and became a member. 

In 1925, Kamp launched himself on 
his career of miblic character. He started 
*|>eahing from various platform* under 
the auspices of the Constitutional Educa¬ 
tional league a* a side-line to the con¬ 
struction business. This avocation con¬ 
tinued for some years. 

from late 1933 till 193f>. Kamp wa* 
Executive Editor of The AnakenerK a |»e- 
riodical so apparently sympathetic to the 
fascist cause that it won high commen¬ 
dation on two different occasions from 
H drill Service, the ex|iert Nazi propagan¬ 
da sheet published in eight language* in 
Erfurt.‘Germany, and sent all over the 
world with its fascist message. 

In the Spring of 193t>. The Auakener 
folded up. The following Fall, Kamp 
wrote a manuscript which was rejected 
by all the newpapers to which he sub¬ 
mitted it. He finally sent it to the Consti¬ 
tutional Educational league, which pub¬ 
lished it as Join The CJ.O. And Help 
Build A Soviet America — a pamphlet 
which earned the unqualified approval 
of If orld Service. The following Spring, 
Kgmp joined the *ta(f of the league as 


Executive \ ice-Chairman. a position he 
ha* held ever since. 

From that time forth, the Constitu¬ 
tional Educational league found itself 
taken over. I'amphlet* liegan pouring 
from Us presses, all with the same'mrs- 
sage: the imminent danger from the 
'lied* and tile “foreign-born." So busy 
were the presses that now Kamp is Amer¬ 
ica s runnier one pamphleteer of divi¬ 
sive propaganda, with numerous salesmen 
hawking his line of fear and hate over 
•he length and breadth of the land. 

In July. 1942. anil in January. 1943, 
two successive Federal Grand Juries re¬ 
turned imlirtmenls against various per 
sons and organizations for conspiring to 
break down morale in the armed force* 
and thus "obstruct and defeat the war 
effort." The Constitutional Educational 
Teague was named in both indictment*, 
a* one of the channels through which 
prrqiaganda flowed. 

Kamp himself was indicted in Decem¬ 
ber. 194-4. by a Federal Grand Jury, for 
refusing to furnish a list of officers of and 
contributors to the la-ague, which had 
been requested in a subpoena by the An¬ 
derson Congressional Committee investi¬ 
gating federal campaign exiienditures.

B, Next, he run* off samples to dis¬ 
tribute to “select lists” of |>eople who 
might hr induced to buy large quantities 
for furthrr distribution. 

C He sells certain quantities of bulk 
orders bv mail.

I he number of Kamp'* representative* 
varies, but whatever their number, the 
procedure is always the same. Each “soli¬ 
citor” is provided with a kit guaranteed to 
impress the respectability of his organi¬ 
zation on the mind of any prospect. 

1 his kit consists of samples of the vari¬ 
ous Kamp booklets, and a batch of photo¬ 
stats of letters to Kamp's Constitutional 
Educational League. The letters are from 
gullible individuals, recommending the 
League's noble woyk in putting down 
communism. It is only necessary for 
the salesman to find a manufacturer who*? 
recent labor troubles make him a likelv 
prospert; In he walks, kit in hand. 

“Mr. Jones.” he says. “I understand 
you've been having trouble with commu¬ 


nists Jn your plant. Here are my creden¬ 
tials. sir; look them over. 1 think I can 
help you. Mv League makes a product 
guaranteed to exterminate all commu¬ 
nists. New Dealers and foreign-bom agita¬ 
tors. Just buy large numbers of this new- 
little fsamphlet. circulate well, and you 
will have no further trouble." 

His victim, a patriotic American who 
ha* simply been wondering what to do 
next, frequently falls for this line of talk, 
anil gives a large order for litrrature to 
mail to his employees and customers.

W/ K HAVE already mentioned The 
Au'akener. In 1933, Kamp and Har- 
old Lord \ aroey set up a partnership to 
publish thin periodical. self-<le.MTihfd ah 
dedicated to the cause of Constitutional 
government. Harold Ixjrd Varney was 
Managing Director of the Italian Histor¬ 
ical Society, an outfit which became the 
source of endless pro-fascist propaganda 
after the advent of Mussolini in Italy. 
Varney was thus a professional fascist 
propagandist. No doubt it was in recog¬ 
nition of ^iis services that Mussolini gave 
him tiie (Tinier of Cavaliere of the Crown 
of Italy, in 1932. 

Associated with Kamp and Varney in 
this endeavor were such “Constitutional¬ 
ists'* as Demarest Lloyd and Lawrence 
Dennis. Little is known about Lloyd ex¬ 
cept that he was sympathetic toward 
fascist Italy. On the other hand, Dennis 
rejoices under the title of “America's num¬ 
ber one fascist theorist and intellectual." 
ami has frankly stated that he is “for Na¬ 
tional Socialism in Amerioa."

Denni* was a regular contributor to 
I inlay a (hallenge. the magazine of Fried¬ 
rich Aul^agen, Nazi propagandist who was 
caught by the b .B.L not so long ago, try- * 
ing to escape to Japan. In 1936 Dennis de¬ 
fended Mussolini Ywar in Ethiopia, and 
only turned from “war-monger" to isola¬ 
tionist when CeniHrfiy was threatened. In 
his Dynamics of ff or and Revolution , (p. 
viii) Dennis says, “I do not believe in 
democracy or the intelligence of the 
masses. . . . (p. ix): . . this book i« 

addressed not to the masses hut to the elite 
or to the ruling groups...." 


HP HIS is typical of fascist thinking. Fas¬ 
cists have no faith in the common 
sense of the people. 

John Loghan Kelly, “adviser" to the 
< Imstian Front and recently jailed as an 
unregistered agent of the fascist Franco 
government of Spain, was a contributor to 
The Awakener. 

Kamp and V arney were apparently 
Itosom pals in the early thirties. At any 
rate, during this |icriod. every where that 
Kamp went. Varney was bound to go. In 
1931. the Italian Historh^l Society shared 
office* with the ('^institutional Educational 
league at 113 West 42nd Street: hut that 
was not all. Si close was their tje-up that 
from 1930 to 1935. V arnev had a room in 
the Karn|»s' apartment. This cozy arrange¬ 
ment was not without practical results. 
For in 1933. when The Au'akener was 
getting started, along came a welcome 
friend to pay the rent, no doubt a* a result 
of Varney's Italian connections. This 
financial angel was a well-known pro- 
fascist. who had for years been active in 
spreading Italian fascist propaganda in 
this country . From 1925 to 1940 he made 
yearly trip* to Italy, and he had s|ioken 
publicly in support of the seizure of 
Ethiopia by Italy. 

In May. 1933. this individual signed a 
two-year lease for an office at 11 West 
42nd Street and a little later informed the 
management that he was taking in a sub¬ 
tenant. The sub-tenant was The Au'akener , 
which took over the office: bbt its liene- 
factor kindly continued to pay the rent 
for the extent of the lease. This was for¬ 
tunate. indeed, as The Awakener was not 
a financial success. At about this time, 
also, Kamp opened an account at the 
Banea Commerciale Italiana. an unusual 
bank to be chosen by a 100% American 
with a prejudice against the foreign-born. 

No doubt, the “angel" in the piece felt 
well compensated for his generosity. Here 
are a few examples of the line that Kamp 


and his pro-fascist friend* were di*hing 
out in The Amtkener:

t; 'H' "lio boasted of his distinguished 
descent from Jefferson. Andrew Jackson 
and Governor Bradford of the V irginia 
Colony, turned from a career as a news- 
|>a|ier editor, to the role of professional 
patriot, and teamed up with Kamp. The 
aristocratic GiU could hardly have con- 
sidereil Kamp his social equal (and these 
distinctions arc important to fascists) but 
there can Ins no doubt that they were 
ideological cronies. For Gill was one of 
those who see RED whenever thev look 
at a liberal: ami he made a good thing out 
of pasting the "communist” label on some 
very mild endeavors. A sample of Gill's 
obsession is the following breathtaking 
excerpt from the March 12th. 1936 issue 
of his little sheet.

• •ill and Kamp had neighboring offices 
for a while, after the Auohener had folded 
up. Through the ruse of the serrate 
offii-es. each could avoid responsibility for 
the other: and at the same time, this close 
association helped in the join, preparation 
of many a smear booklet. Eventually Gill 
joined the Constitutional Educational 
l eague outright as it* “research director.” 

Kamp and Gill were valued friends of 
many of America's outstanding pro-fas¬ 
cists. .Notable among them was Allen Zoll. 
one of the busiest of the “Red"-scare- 
mongers. On July 7.1939. he was imlicted 
for attempted extortion. Hav ing organised 
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«he Coughlin.,e-Christian Front picketing 
of New York's radio station W MC A for its 
putting Coughlin off the air, wen, to 
the directors and offered to call it off — 
for a pri. e. He was given *200 in marked 
bills, and then arrested. It i. in,everting 
1,1 noU ' •*“» K«mp literature was distrib- 
uteil „„ the picket line during the weeks 
of this activity, along with circulars for 
the Vladis, „ Square Garden Bund rail* of 
February 20, 1939. 

In 1930. Zoll founded the American 
Patriots. Inc.— a "patriotic” society 
which numbered among its charter mem¬ 
bers Elizabeth Hilling, the wild-eyed 
lady whose un-American activities pu, her 
under Federal indictment for .edition 
after we had entered the war. Gill was 
listed on the prospectus of this ^rganiza- 
•i-n as head of the Information Division. 

W hen Zoll started his weekly “Patriotic 
Luncheons ' at the Hotel Iroquois. New 
YoHk Ci,v - •"> Feb. 11. 19.38. (Jill was the 
first s|ieaker. Among the subsequent 
qleaker-, were Joe McWilliams.

During the Spanisf^Civil War, Kamp's 
associate. Hart, traveled to Spain, spoke 
over the official Franco radio, and on his 
return wrote a hook. America Look At 
S/xnn. casting doubt on democracy and 
praising fascist Spain. Hart accepts the 
line propagated hy our native fascists, that 
the l nited Slates is “a republic, not a de¬ 
mocrats." This is a meaningless distinc¬ 
tion. since our republic is a representative 
democracy: but for some reason it ap|ieals 
to the pro-fascist mind. On page 199 of 
hisjbook, Hart says: 

"Why. then, this sudden talk about democ¬ 
racy — tlii* Midden injection of the wort! 
into every public utterance? ... So when a 
candidate for office in any part of the I'nited 
Stales feels constrained incessantly to use 
the name, 'democracy' — to talk contin¬ 


uously alsuti ‘the democratic processes* and 
all that sort of thing, he it perhaps uncon¬ 
sciously carrying out a plan inaugurated 
for just such as he during the Seventh 
World Congress of the t.ommunist Inter¬ 
national." !!! 

This same Hart recommended his 
friend Jane Anderson to the Falangist 
propaganda office. After working for the 
Spanish Falangists, she went to (Germany, 
from where, although she is an American 
citizen, she did short-wave broadcasts to 
America. It is a short step from Spanish 
Falangism to German Nazism — fascism 
wears many faces. It is doubtful if Miss 
Anderson will ever come home to see her 
friends again, for the Department of Jus¬ 
tice has indicted her as a traitor. 

On March 20. 1942. Kamp addressed a 
meeting of the Theatre Assembly in New 
York City, saving^President Roosevelt 
stood for communism and attacking the 
administration's prosecution of the war. 
One of his fellow-speakers remarked. 
"Maybe we should have a Hitler here!" 
Nobody objected or called him down. 

This is the atmosphere in which Kamp 
functions and flourishes: an atmosphere 
of intrigue, division and distrust. Such an 
atmosphere needs only the addition of 
economic distress (which might come 
with the end of war) to give birth to a full- 
fledged fascism. 
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Hare is a page from WORID SERVICE for November, 1938, with its recommenda¬ 
tion of KAMP S JOIN THE C.I.O. AND HELP BUILD A SOVIET AMERICA. Evidently it suited 
the Noxis' plans to have Americans influenced by Kamp’s pamphlet: this was one ot 
rt »e flve In stances in that year, when WORLD SERVICE recommended it. 


Ramp 
hap. mait\ zealous Win I loval salesmen 
for hit* pamphlets. These are his friends 
and well-wisher*, the publishers of the 
subversive press. These |»eddlers of the 
fascist line — many of them under indict¬ 
ment for alleged seditious conspiracy — 
lose no opportunity to push his booklets 
with their readers. 

For instance: “In New York.** wrote 
hlizaheth Hilling in the May. 19*10 issue 
of her little sheet. Patriotic Research bul¬ 
letin* ”1 enjoyed a data collecting, gahfest- 
ing ex|>edition with ray friend Joseph 
Ramp, head of the Constitutional Fduca* 
tional league. He constantly puts out fiery* 
releases and has written the finest, most 
telling pamphlets. . . .” 

This is only one instance of many in 
which Mrs. Hilling expressed her warm 
regard for Joe Ramp and his works. 

Hie Subversive Press perhaps requires 
a few words of explanation. It is a sort of 
journalistic underworld, consisting of 
many little hate sheets published bv dis¬ 
gruntled failures, hopeless crackjKits. or. 
in some cases, by shrewd and crafty minds 
barked by powerful foreign or subversive 
interests. But large or small. slick-pa|>er 
or illiterate, they follow a common line, 
almost one hundred percent. This line is 
anti-democratic, isolationist, pro-“nation- 
alist.” anti-labor. anti-“foreign-bom.’* 


(frequently a fancy word for Jew I anti- 
Allies ami. <q»enl\. or *uhtl\. anti-Semitic. 
Some use the word *‘ilem«H*racy ** to put 
across the most cynical contradictions of 
democracy: others are frankh in fa\or of 
a fascist system. All are «4isrtqiti\e and un- 
American. while parading a uoi-* “pa¬ 
triotism.** i 

These pa|>ers have almost without ex¬ 
ception quoted and praised the works of 
Joseph Ramp.

One of Kamp's pamphlets was recom¬ 
mended five times in 1938 by the Nazi 
propaganda agency. World Service. This 
was the 1937 edition of Join the C.I.O. 
arul Help Huild A Soviet America. 

The German*American Bund published 
an official book list for its I .oh Angeles out¬ 
let. the Aryan Book Store, run by Hans 
Diebel who is now under Federal indict¬ 
ment for alleged sedition. On this list, 
cheek-by-jowl with the fake Protocols of 
the Elders of Zion . and the works of most 
of our leading crack-pots and rabble- 
rousers, was a pamphlet of the Constitu¬ 
tional Ftlm ationul league. 

The American Nationalist Confedera¬ 
tion recommended Kamp's pamphlets. 
This was the organization whose “News 
Bulletin** announced itself in the issue for 
May 7. 1938: k ’The official organ of the 
fascist party in America.** It was run by 
(George F. Deatherage. who distributed 
Hitler's speeches, quantities of propa¬ 
ganda from World Service , and Her 
Sturmer . the srurrilouslv anti-Semitic 
paper published in Germany by Hitler's 
friend. Julius Streicher. In 1942. Deather¬ 
age w as relieved of a defense job by execu¬ 
tive order of Navy Secretary Frank Knox. 

But Kamp believes in give anil take. In 
return for the fervent praise of the sub¬ 
versives, he has rushed to defend tho-e 
among them who W'ere recently on trial in 
Vi ashington for seditious conspiracv. and 
who are still under indictment. His pam¬ 
phlet. Native Nazi Purge Plot . w as issued 
in 1942. telling the world that the pro¬ 
jected trial was a “nefarious conspiracy to

Then, trying to explain 
away the fact that the alleged seditionists 
nere indicted from the evidence, by a Fed¬ 
eral Grand Jury : “The Grand Jury in not 
to Ik* blamed for the injustices which have 
I>cen and will Ik* |wrpct rated in its name. 
In its deliberations it has followed the sug¬ 
gestions and accepted the guidance of a 
Special .Wi-tant Attorney General, one 
W illiam h*Vvrr Maloney , a juvenile Vy- 
shinslT^-Hmimler who is prostituting both 
his profession ami his official position to 
l»e a satisfactory hireling.** And. on page 
hli““. . . There is something eonttydetely 
phony about this so-called ‘investigation.* 

. . . Why was William Power Maloney, a 
rank amateur who gets his leads'from 
Communist Daily Worker , put in 
charged* On page f>4: “. . . To mention 
the American Coalition in the indictment 
was likewise absurd. . . . The Coalition 
is headed by Captain John B. Trevor, 
once in charge of Military Intelligence 
Headquarter- in New York City.” 

Thus Mr. Kamp shows his friendship 
for one more dubious character. John B. 
Trevor is one of those who get sueh cold 
chills when contemplating communism 
that they rush in the op|K>site direction, 
straight into the arms of the fascists. His 
American Coalition of Patriotic Societies 
includes many harmless and patriotic 
groups; hut he has also welcomed into it 
a number of pro-fascist organizations. His 
name ap|**ared signed to an enthusiastic 
foreword to a book which was published 
in Germany in 1933 by the Nazis, which 
tried to justify Hitler's National Socialism 
as the only possible answer to communism 
in (Germany. At present he has been writ¬ 
ing for Smith's The Cross arul the Flag.
